necting the Missouri river with the 
Meramec river, which is exp ected to 
develop p ractical^ unlimited electrical 
p ower for use in St. Louis. 
The final rep ort of the chief engi­ 
neers, Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & 
Co., a New York firm, of which George 
Westinghouse is a member, should be 
in the hands of the men who have 
agreed to float the necessary bond 
issue, early this morning, and it Is the 
exp ectation that actual construction 
work on the canal will be begun with­ 
in ninety days. 
The Missouri river terminus of the 
canal is St. Albans, forty miles west 
of St. Ix)uis, on the Rock Island sys­ 
tem. 
The Meramec river end is at 
Glencoe, twenty-seven miles west of 
St. Louis, on the Missouri Pacific. The 
length of the channel, however, is but 
eight miles, as the final survey figures 
it. this being the distance between the 
two rivers at the p oints named. 
It is known that at least one-third 
of the land required for the right of 
way has been p urchased outright by 
the interested p arties, and that op ­ 
tions for the comp lete route are now 
in the hands of the St. Ix)uis p romot 
ers. The site of the p ower station at 
Glencoe has also been definitely se­ 
cured. 
In width, dep th and flow, the p ro­ 
p osed canal resembles much the Chi­ 
cago drainage channel.

Done By the Y. M. C A. Dur­ 
ing the Past Year. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


1« Printed Verbatim, and Furnishes 
Much That Is of Interest to 
the General Public. 


The following report of the Y. M. C. 
A state oommittee to the conv ention 


In session at the First M. E. church, 
pri:^ *, v erbatim, furnishes much in­ 
formation that is of general interest: 
During the last y ear the general as­ 
sociation mov ement has been marked 
by 
healthy 
intensiv e 
dev elopment 
rather than by ex traordinary ex ten­ 
sion and Increase in number of organi­ 
sations. What is true of the general 
work applies to our own state. 
We 
hav e had abundant ev idence of God’s i 
fav or and it is with profound grati­ 
tude to Him that y our committee sub­ 
mits this report to the twenty -ninth 
state conv ention. 
1. The state 
committee 
has had 
three meetings during the y ear. The 
first at Marshall, the second in Kan­ 
sas City , and the ^'^ird in St. Louis. 
In addition to these the members of 
sub-committees on foreign, district, 
educational and religious work, busi­ 
ness and property interests and fin­ 
ance, met in Kansas City early in the 
y ear and gav e an entire day to the 
^ consideration of 
these departments. 
The business and other committees 
hav e had other meetings as occasion 
seemed to demand. 
2. Little change has been made in 
the list of associations. 
Brookfield, 
because of being compelled to giv e up 
the pleasant rooms they occupied and 
finding no other av ailable, has tem­ 
porarily suspended. The organization 
is being continued with the hope that 
arrangements may be made which will 
permit resuming the work. 
Associa­ 
tions hav e 
been 
organized at St. 
Charles Military 
academy . Geo. R. 
Smith college at Sedalia, Barnes Medi­ 
cal college, SL Louis; Kansas City 
Medical college and Western Dental 
college, Kansas City . 
Organizations 
are in progress of formation at Ex ­ 
celsior Springs and Bev ier. 
The list 
at present includes fifty -three associa­ 
tions as against forty -nine last y ear. 
Considerable Increase Past Year. 
3. The figures on property show

alized, as Miss Helen Gould has an­ 
nounced that she will contribute $200,- 
000 for the purpose of buy ing a lot and 
erecting a suitable building. 
The lot 
has been purchased and w’e confident­ 
ly ex pect that within a v ery short 
time the other preliminaries will be 
arranged and the building for which 
we hav e so long waited will be erected 
and the work in operation. 
The part of the international com­ 
mittee In this important matter places 
Missouri under renewed obligations 
to it. St. J oseph has paid $12,500 on 
its eighteen y ear old 
mortgage of 
$21,000. St. Louis has $130,000 of its 
special fund pledged. 
The colored 
association of St. Louis has acquired 
a desirable property on Lawton av e­ 
nue. 
The building has been remodel­ 
ed and equipped in a way that makes 
it probably the best of any colored as­ 
sociation in the country .

wisdom. 
The building mov ement at the state 
univ ersity has made substantial prog­ 
ress. 
The will of the late Mr. H. B.

8 . A notable ev ent in the y ear's 
history was the J ubilee conference of 
the Young Men’s Christian associa­ 
tion held in Paris last April, to com­ 
memorate the fiftieth anniv ersary of 
the formation of the World’s alliance, 
which took place In the same city in 
18 55. 
It would be impracticable to 
attempt ev en a brief resume of the 
proceedings of the conference, but 
we feel impelled to record one of Its 
actions, v iz.. the re-affirmation of the 
Paris basis, to-wit: “ The Young Men’s 
Christian associations seek to unite 
those y oung 
men, 
who, regarding 
.lesus Christ as their God and Sav ior, 
according to the Holy Scriptures, de­ 
sire to be His disciples in their doc­ 
trine and in their life, and to associ­ 
ate their efforts for the ex tension of 
His kingdom among men.” 
After an ex perience cov ering half 
a cen tu ry , the conference found no 
reason to change the basis in any 
respect, but solemnly and enthusias­ 
tically re-affirmed it without a dis­ 
senting v ote. We are grateful to God 
for this action, which shows that the 
associations hav e no desire to depart 
from the ev angelical basis upon which 
they were organized, and we believ e 
that it should lead us to renew our 
dev otion to our own ev angelical test, 
adopted at Portland in 18 6 9 to which 
we believ e the great success of the 
American associations is under God 
to be largely attributed.

It is probable that gasoline motor 
cars will soon take the place of loco­ 
motives on short branch lines of the 
Missouri Pacific railroad, says Thurs- 
da yys t; liotifs Post-Dispatch. 
Offieialis of the road are considering 
the Installation of such equipment as 
an experiment, andl if it is found to 
meet the requirements gasoline will 
supercede steam on all the “stub** 
lines. 
The type of car to be tried is a 
combination express 
and 
passenger 
coach, capable of carrying 40 to 50 
passengers in addition to the usual 
run of express. 
Such cars can be equipped 
with 
motors of sufficient power to draw a 
trailer as well, but in most cases one 
car will constitute the train. 
The Northern Pacific and Santa Fe 
lines have begun, or are about to be­ 
gin, the experiment.

the experimenc ivill be watched with 
interest.

Kansas Senator Testifies 
His Own Behalf 
in 


WHERE HE WAS EMPLOYED 


Says Contract Was Made In tllinois 
Outside of Jurisdiction of Court 
Now Trying the Case. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 
2 4.—Sena to r 
Burton today took the stand in his owm 
defense. 
He answered all questions in 
a 
clear, distinct voice, and apparently 
without hesitation or forethought. 
The senator’s testimony in begin­ 
ning followed closely that given in 
the former trial, with the exception 
that, 
in describing 
a conversation 
with Thomas B. Harlan, Burton laid 
particular stress upon the fact that, 
before the conversation relating to 
his employment by the Rialto company 
was started, the train in which they 
were en route from St. Louis to Chi­ 
cago had crossed the Mississippi, and 
was in Illinois, outside the jurisdic­ 
tion of the court before which the 
case i.s being tried. 
Burton testified that during his con­ 
versation with Harlan, he (Burton) 
used the following 
words: 
“Now, 
Harlan, let me understand you. I am 
a senator. 
This company is using 
mails extentively. Is it contemplated 
in any way that I am expected to use 
my influence in the department, di­ 
rectly or indirectly?” His answer was 
very emphatic. He said, ’No, senator, 
we do not want any influence in the 
ch‘partment.’ ” 
Burton said that, referring to the 
matter of compensation with Major 
Dennis, president of the company, he 
(Burton) had suggested a contract of 
five hundred dollars a month for five 
months. 
Burton continued. “When I received 
the letter notifying me of my appoint­ 
ment by the Rialto company I went 
down to see Chief Postofflce Inspector 
Cochran and inquired regarding com­ 
plaints, because T was anxious to learn 
the standing of

It is doubtful wheth­ 
er a man ever instituted a work in this 
world and lived to see it assume the 
proportions whicli Mr. Williams saw 
the association take on, and that he 
was spared to our beloved organiza­ 
tion so long should be to us a cause 
for sincere gratitude to God, while at 
the same time his life-long devotion 
to his Master, and to the salvation of 
y oung men, should inspire us to more 
heroic service in the work to which 
he devoted his life. 
The Foreign Work. 


Id. Missouri’s support of the for­ 
eign work has during the past y ear 
reached a height never before attain­ 
ed. The total amount received by o’lr 
treasurer and forwarded to the inter­ 
national committee was $2,360.13, of 
w^hich the St. Louis Central Branch 
contributed $1,500, to the support of 
Mr. E. C. Carter, the national secretary 
to Indo-China. 
In 
addition to this 
sum, $216.55 was sent direct to the in- 
ternational committee 
by 
the Rail­ 
road association, 
making 
the total 
amount contributed this y ear $1,820.17 
in excess of the amount given last 
y ear, a notable increase, and y et we 
regret to say that we fell far short of 
our pledges, for of the $2,871.45 sub­ 
scribed last y ear there remains $511.32 
uncollected at this date, and this de­ 
ficit has caused the international com­ 
mittee serious 
embarrassment. 
We 
hope the day is not far distant when 
every pledge, both for state and in­ 
ternational work, will be paid prompt­ 
ly , for only thus can we expect the 
blessing of God to 
rest upon our 
labors. 
The Missouri 
associations 
have especial cause for gratitude to 
God in that two of her representa­ 
tives have since our last convention 
entered the foreign field, Mr. Frank 
M. Brockman having gone to Seoul, 
Korea and Mr. Wm. G. Coxhead to 
“ Mexico City . Mexico. 
Now that our 
o wn men are enlisting for the war, 
shall we not the more earnestly de­ 
termine to support them as they fight 
in the Master’s name? 
Released Student Secretary . 
14. On September 1st our commit­ 
tee was called upon 
to release Mr. 
Frank M. Brockman, our state student 
secretary , in order that he might ac­ 
cept from the international committee 
an appointment to the foreign field. 
When Mr. Brockman entered our ser­ 
vice a y ear previously it was with the 
understanding that he could only serve 
a y ear, but we nevertheless gave him 
up very reluctantly , as he had proven 
himself a very efficient man and had 
greatly endeared himself to us. The 
committee adopted appropriate reso- 
luHons in regard to his leaving. On

successor, we were 
providentially directed, we believe, to 
Mr. S. Perry Wilson, a recent gradu­ 
ate of the University 
of Michigan, 


who has already made a record in the 
student department that is full of en­ 
couragement. 
Our 
state 
secretary , 
Mr. .Taffies H. Banks, has continued 
his helpful supervision of the entire 
field, the success attending his ef­ 
forts abundantly justify ing I lie wis­ 
dom of y our committee in calling him 
to this important office nearly two 
y ears ago. 
Two Valuable Mcmbcrt. 
15. The committee sustained the 
losh of two valuable members during 
the y ear by the reriuival of Dr. Iftimer 
T. Fuller to Fredonla, New York, and 
Mr. Earnist I» van to Col urn Ida, Tenn. 
We desire to express iiur appreciation 
of the fellowship of tbese brethren 
while with us and hope tbaf^fn their 
new himies they may find larg<* oppor- 
tunftiel^ for service In the extension 
of the Kingdom of our God. 
16. As a part of this report w'e sub­ 
mit that of our treasurer. It is grati­ 
fy ing to be able to state that the co­ 
operation generously given by the as­ 
sociation and their officers this y ear 
has made possible a reduction of the 
deficit, rcjiorted at the last conven­ 
tion and we are confident that a con­

B'redericktowm, Mo., Nov. 24.—Gran­ 
ville Gwin, cashier of the bank of 
Hayti, Mo., is alleged to have ab­ 
sconded with $18 ,000 of 
the bank's 
funds. 
The bank had a capital of only $20,- 
000. so that, under ordinary conditions, 
this loss would have 
meant failure 
and the tying up of its depositors* 
money to await the slow^ process of 
liquidation. 
Fortunate for the customers of the 
little bank, the Fredericktown Trust 
company had some stock in the Insti­ 
tution. and helped to save the day by 
prompt action. 
The disappearance of the cashier 
became known Tuesday evening and 
the trust company was wired. 
Mr. 
Franklin, president of the trust com­ 
pany. reached Hayti Wednesday morn­ 
ing at 8 o’clock, and an hour later 
had gotten 
together 
all the stock­ 
holders. and an assessment of $ 
2 0.ooo 
was unanimously voted and paid in 
to make good the loss and the bank 
opened, and is 
doing 
business as 
usual. 
An examination of the oank show­ 
ed securities, books and accounts in 
excellent shape, but the cash, amount­ 
ing to nearly $18 ,000. all gone. 
Gwin was a young man of excellent 
habits and of high standing in the com­ 
munity. and his action has astonished 
his frelends. 
His brother, Clyde Gwin, received 
a letter from him Tuesday evening, in­ 
closing assignment to his brother and 
father of his property at Hayti. worth 
$5.000. 
The property assigned was at once 
turned over to 
the 
bank. 
Another 
$5,000 will be paid by Gwin’s bonding 
company. 
The remaining $8 ,000 will 
be lost to the bank. 
The young man's family are pros­ 
trated with grief over the affair, and 
his mother will not likely recover 
from the shock, as she is now at the 
point of death. 
A reward of $500 has been offered 
for Gwin’s arrest.
